High-level defense contacts began when CJCS Admiral Crowe and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and I met with Chief of the Soviet 
General Staff Marshall Akhromeyev at the Pentagon during the 
December 1987 Summit. 
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.'- Further high-level contacts this summer have included the July 
visits of Marshal -khromeyev and the Secretary cf the Air 
Force Aldridge and my visit to the USSR in August. 

The U.S. approaches our military-to-military dialogue with the 
Soviet Union with cautious, substantive goals. At the same

AFFAIRS AND BILATERAL RELATIONS. 

THE FOUR-PART AGENDA ECNOMPASSES ALL OF SOVIET SOCIETY, 
ACKNOWLEDGING POSITIVE CHANGES, WHILE CALLING ATTENTION TO 
AREAS WHERE SOVIET AND ALLIED INTERESTS REMAIN AT ODDS.
